Tour of Inquiry by the San Fran­ 
cisco Committee. 


TWO 
ODKfLIOriNG INTERESTS. 


Remarks of Members of the Delega­ 
tion and Others. 


[F ro m th e R ecord-U kio.x’s Special R ep o rter.) 


M arysville, October 17th.—The Debris 
Inves^Jigating Committee from the San Fran­ 
cisco Board of Trade, accompanied by the 
delegation from this city who went to Sacra­ 
mento to receive them, left that place in a 
special car attached to the 2:30 traiu this 
afternoon. Soon after the train left the depot 
the attention of the P3rty was called to the 
CONDITION or THE AMERICAN RIVER. 
The location of the well known Smith Gar­ 
dens was pointed ont, and the filling and con­ 
dition of the American where crossed by the 
treetle-bridge was viewed and commented 
upon, comparing it with former years. As 
the train passed off the bridge and upon the 
high lands, Mayor Stone, of the Marysville 
delegation, called attention to the tules grow­ 
ing in patches at various places remote from 
the river upon the red lands, as resulting 
from the annual overflow caused by the debris 
from the hydraulic mines raising the river 
channel and the former low lands adjoining. 
A GREAT QUESTION. 
After passing on a short distance, one of 
the committee remarked : “ This quertion 
which is now before the people in this State 
is a great one, lock at it any wt.y you may. 
It is one for which there is no precedent. 
The two interests of farming and mining 
have never before in any land come against 
each other, and the decision, which must be 
made sooner or later in the case, will of ne­ 
cessity be an original one, although probably 
based, when it Hball be found, upon prin­ 
ciples and equities which are old.” 
Soon after passing Lincoln Mr. Taylor re­ 
ma: ked : “ This is dry and free enough from 
water here.” 
Mayor Stone—Yes, it is dry enough now; 
but we are approaching the Bear river now, 
and if you had been here last spring and seen 
the water carry off the railroad track, you 
might have thought is was not quite so dry a 
location. THE BEAR RIVER BRIDGE. 
The train was not stopped as Bear river 
was passed, but was run slowly on tha tem­ 
porary track which extends a distance of two 
miles by reason of the gr/de and track being 
raised. The committee was informed that 
this was the third time that the grado and 
bridge across Bear river had been raised since 
the railroad was built. Congressman C. P. 
Berry stated that when the first bridge was 
built it was high enough so that he could 
ride under it on top of a high spring wagon ; 
that Eince then the bridge has been raised fif­ 
teen feet, to keep it above slickers, and now 
is being raised Beven feet more, and the ap­ 
proaches to this bridge are two miles in ex­ 
tent, much of which distance is what was 
formerly high red land. 
The committee evinced much interest in the 
subject before them, which was increased as 
the Yuba river was reached and pasted, and 
the train arrived at this place, where tho 
members had been specially invited to come 
and fnlly examine for themselves the question 
at issue between the farmers and miners. 
AT MARYSVILLE. 
Arrived at this city, the party were driven 
in carriages to the Western House, where 
they will be cared for during their stay in this 
valiey. In the evening a meeting of the com­ 
mittee a::d several prominent citizens of 
Marysville and adjoining towns was held in 
the perlors of the Western House, N. D. 
Rideout presidirg. George Ohleyer. Presi­ 
dent of the Anti-Debris Association, was 
called upon, and said that some time eince a 
meeting was held in San Francisco, when a 
delegation went from this city to that place 
and there invited a committee of the Board 
of Trade to come here and investigate for 
themselves tho evils retulting from hydraulic 
mining. Marysvillo was now glad to wel­ 
come such a committee, ami desired that it 
remain until made t&mili&r with tho subject, 
which was of such vital interest to this 
section of the State. It is the in- 
teutioD, be said, to show the lands, levees 
and debris in daytime and hold meetings 
evenings, to ecable them to meet and con­ 
verse with the people here upon tha subject. 
During this visit the people hoped to prove to 
the committee, and all who accompany them 
on the trip to be taken, what was asserted by 
the committee from this city to San Fran­ 
cisco, as to the damages already inflicted and 
tko-'e which nowtnreaten. 
.Question—Do not the miners admit that 
damage haB been and still is being done ? 
Answer—Some of them do, but others 
claim that the slickens are an advantage to 
the land, and is a good fertilizar. It ¡3 only 
to-day that I read such a statement in tho 
Grass Valley Union. 
Belcher stated that another claim was that 
a part of the filling up of the rivers and 
creeks, and the consequent damage to the 
land, was caused by the natural wash from 
the farming lands. 
W, S. Green, of Colusa county, speke of 
the fallacy of this last statement by referring 
to the experience upon the subject upon the 
west side of the river, where he said there 
was an area of twei.ty by fifty miles of lands, 
which were nearly all kept under tho plow 
and drained into ot e line of 1 owlauds, and 
the wash was very slight and did not till up 
the ba.-in to any appreciable extent. 
Mr. Bingham, of Marysville, speke of the 
importance of the present visit of tho com­ 
mittee from the metiopolis to see for them­ 
selves tb3 real situation upon this question. 
He Baid that vhe valley rciidents oniy asked 
such protection 18 was legally and justly due 
them. 
Mr. Webster, who retidos at Johnson’s 
crossing of the Bear river, above Wheatland, 
said there is still from 8,000 to 10,000 acres of 
fine land on Bear river which has thus far 
been protected and kept from destruction by 
their levco system ; that the bed of the river 
at this point, before the deposits from 
hydraulic mining commenced, was twenty 
feet below the banks, and now this has been 
filled up and the bed has continued to rise 
until the liver is kept within its present 
bounds by leeves sixteen feet high ; that last 
winter the bottom of the river, when meas­ 
ured by a member of the State Engineer’s 
party, was found 10 feet 11 inches above the 
surrounding country, which is level with the 
former banks. The lands spoken of as pro­ 
tected from destruction by the levees ¡3 there­ 
fore some eleven feet below the bed cf the 
river, which is held between the levees. It 
is now three miles between ti.e levees at his 
place on the river, aud the bottom lands op­ 
posite are entirely mined. 
Question—Then no elickens or wash from 
the plowed lands run from the land into the 
river along where your place is? 
Answer—Not much; and there never will 
unless you can devise some W3y of pumping 
it up over the levee into the river. I have 
been familiar with the locality where I live 
since 1854. The bed of tee river is now over 
thirty feet higher there than it was then. 
Dr. Durst, of Wheatland, now a farmer, 
said that about two hundred rods above the 
place spoken of by the last speaker, known 
as Johnson’s crossiDtr, the deposit of slickens 
was forty six feet eighteen months ago. In 
future years the deposit, as high up the river 
as Marysville and Wheatland, will be less, 
because the filling above makes the fall 
greater, aud the slickens will bs carried fur­ 
ther down the river. If the debris could be 
he’d from coming down, another channel 
would soon be cat down and a deep bed 
reached 
and 
further 
overflow 
pre­ 
vented. 
If no other debris, therefore, 
is 
allowed 
to 
come 
down, 
ho 
said, ws can retain the balance cf onr lands 
without difficulty. I think there are Bome 
few mines which possibly may be worked by 
the hydraulic process, and from which the 
tailings can be kept back out of the rivets. 
Ttn years ago we had a levee tax in our dis­ 
trict, v-hich was equal to 8 per cent, npon 
the roll value of onr property, aud after ex­ 
pending that it only met about three-fifths of 
the expense laid ont npon the levees that 
year, and then the slickens and high water 
was only kept from going over it by all of the 
inhabitants—preachers 
and everybody— 
working night and day during the succeeding 
high water. In 1878 we had the same levee 
tax, but that year we made the amount cover 
tha levee expenses. 
Dr. Wm. McMurty, who resides on Butte 
creek, above the Marysville Buttes, ¡aid he 
sold 300 acres r f land to the Cherokee mines, 
to be covered by deposit. This is now cov­ 
ered, and other low places on Butte creek are 
being filled from these mines. They have 
bought ail the basins and lowlands which 
their tailings cover. They levee in the water 


course to these places, and occasionally these 
levees break and the overflow injures tbe 
land. When this occurs the mine-owners 
pay damage and repair the levees. In an­ 
swer to a question as to the effects of slickens 
upon farming lands he replied that he was of 
the opinion that an inch cf deposit plowed 
m with adobe land would be a benefit to it, 
nut this was only a theoretical opinioD, as he 
had never had any experience. 
Dr. Durst replied that he had had extended 
experience upon this sub j set, and had fonnd 
that even a layer as thick as a sheet of paper 
was a positive damage. He thought an inch 
or two of sand upon adobe land and plowed 
ia might benefit it, but a quarter of that 
amount, or any amount, ever so small, of 
slickens was an irredeemable damage. The 
meeting then adjourned. 
PROGRAMME FOR THE FUTURE. 
To-morrow the committee and other visit­ 
ors will be taken down the west 3¡de of the 
Feather river below this city, to see the 
works that are beirg built to protect Butter 
county—going down as far as Nicolaus, and 
return by another route, reaching here to­ 
morrow evening. It is the intention to occu­ 
py the committee hero until next Thnrsday 
evening or Friday morning, after which it 
will visit the hydraulic mining sections.

DOMESTIC NEWS. 
Cabinet Gossip. 
Chicaoo, October 17cb.—The Ttmcs’ Wash­ 
ington special s3ys: From an authority very 
near the President it appears that the ques­ 
tion of retaining James and MacVeagh is 
decided adversely. Both these gentlemen 
were offered their places temporarily, but 
they thought best to decline any conditional 
appointment. MacVeagh declined at the 
outset, but James' hesitation is ail that de­ 
termined the postponement of the Presi­ 
dent’s plan for making a new Cabinet. Now 
that the President has had it made clear to 
him that James and MacVeagh will not 
remain, his Cabinet píaos become clear, 
ior Secretary of Stats, he has already 
selected ex-Senator PrelinghuyBen ; for the 
i cea3ury he has selected Judge Folger, of 
iiew k ork, subject to James’ retirement; 
for Attorney-General he has been divided 
betwsen two men, with the probability of a 
third beiDg selected—ex-Secretary Bout» ell 
of Massachusetts and B. H. Brewster of 
Philadelphia. These two gentlemen are so 
equally balanced in the President’s favor that 
the Attorney-Generalship may go to the 
third—Phillips cf North Carolina, the pres­ 
ent Soiicitor-Generai. The Secretary of War 
is certain to te Rubert T. Lincoln. The Sec­ 
retary of the Navy will probably be General 
Ned S. Beale, Grant’s old Minister to Vienna. 
General Beale is a resident ef the District, 
and always entertains General Grant when 
tha latter is iu the city. The Postmaster- 
Generalship has been partially promised to 
ex-Senator Howe, of Wisconsin. The Inte­ 
rior lies between ex-Senator A. A. Sargent, 
of California, and a prominent Western ex­ 
Senator, whose Cabinet aspirations have thu3 
far been kept a secret. 
The Mabone-Early Difficult;—Card front 
the Former. 
W ashington, October 17th.—To the Pub 
lie: The speech tf General Jubal A. Early 
in Richmond on October 11, 1881, lias been 
read by me. So fir as it refers to myself, the 
rank of General Early iu the Confederate 
army eutitles the speech to that notice that it 
brings me to decide whether I shall demand 
satisfaction from General Early for what was 
intended bv him as an insult. After years of 
unprovoked malice he presents the issue 
squarely aud grossly. It admits of no discus- 
bion, and would neither be met nor 
evaded by recrimination. I bo accept 
it. My decision, arrived at advisedlv and 
maturely, is that the rank of General Early, 
which ia his sole claim to recognition, does 
not outweigh the other considerations which 
forbid such recognition. The public of Vir­ 
ginia need no specifications of the facts con­ 
cerning General Early on which I rely for 
this action. I only desire to make known 
that I am not ignorant or neglectful of his 
speech. He could give me no satisfaction, 
and I can have none, even in describing him 
as he is. Ha is known by all men. He may 
therefore proceed with his falsehoods and 
would-be insults, assured of immunity as far 
as I am concerned. 
W illiam M ahoxe. 
Conkllng's V is it to Washington. 
New York, October 17th.—The Sun’s 
Washington special eays : It is reporten here 
that the object of Conkiing’ visit to Wash­ 
ington was not to advise with the President 
respecting the formation of the Cabinet so 
much as to advise and beg him not to urge 
a certain man to become a member of it. 
That man was Roscoe ConkiiDg. The story 
is that the President was anxious to have 
Conkiing accept the Treasury, and that Conk­ 
iing, while not absolutely declining, advised 
the President that it would be far better 
for him to appoint some one else. Conkiing 
expresses a most earnest desire for the suc­ 
cess of the Administration, and suggested 
that it would not only not do to make any­ 
thing which appeared like a mistake, but it 
must be avoided. The President was at last 
convinced by Conkiing that it would be well 
to appoint some other man as Secretary of 
the Treasury. This explanation of Conkling’s 
visit 13 belie ved by many to be the correct 
one. 
Blaine's Programme. 
N ew York, October 17th.—The Hcrahl 
has the following : A close friend of Blaine’s 
assures me that the Premier could not be in­ 
duced to serve out ais term under any cir­ 
cumstances. He has made up his mind to 
retire. That it ii his intention to be a can­ 
didate for the Pre-.ider.ey in 1S84 ia utques­ 
tionable, ai d he e. ‘ms to b> clear ia the be­ 
lief that his chances of carrying off the prizo 
would be infinitely betler-out of the Cabinet 
than iu it. The publication recently of the 
letter which he wrote Gaiikld accspting a 
place in tho Cabinet was not accidental. It 
was realiy the first step in the canvass for tha 
next nomination. This has been followed by 
other movements since, which are only 
known tc his most trusted followers. Blaine 
within a few days has urged Arthur to take 
immediate action on his resignation. 
An Actor Dead.

Tlic Disorder In Ireland. 
Dublin, October 17th.—A riot occurred at 
Mallow in consequence of an unsuccessful 
attempt to rescue .John Heiferman, rearrested 
at Cork yesterday. While being conveyed 
to Limerick jail the police were stoned and 
the Head ConB’able seriously wounded. The 
rioting in Dnb’in Saturday night arose 
through the police parading ia front of the 
Imperial Hotel and through ti.e streets. An 
impromptu meeting was held at the Nelson 
Pi liar, where 3,000 people had congregated, 
listening to a liberated demagogue. The 
police, exasperated at the jeers of the mob, 
rushed ia aad drove the crowd off the steps 
Ptllou’s Arrest. 
Dublin, October 17th.—Mr. Dillon, who 
stepped into Mr. Psrneli’s shoes, was arrested 
yesterday afternoon as he wss entering his 
house, aud hu3lled off to Kilmainbam. Poor 
Dillon is not in good health, his recent im­ 
prisonment having toll on his weak constitu­ 
tion. lie has been more than aright haud to 
Psraell, and iu Parliament commands d gen­ 
eral respect by the frankness and fearlessness 
of his utter ate.-s.

HEW 
YORK’S 
W ATER 
SUPPLY. 


The recent statement that the water 
supply of New York woulil not last more 
than twenty days longer unless rain fell, 
has been affirmed. It was made on the 
authority oí tho Chief Engineer of the 
Aqueduct Department. 
And so much 
alarmed are the people of New York that 
they are now serioosly discussing the prac­ 
ticability of employing sea water for all 
tbe purposes for which it is available. 
It 
could be used for flashing the sewers, for 
putting out fires, for washing the streets, 
for running elevators, and for several other 
and mostly manufacturing purposes. Why 
it has never been us’d before is somewhat 
perplexing, for it is plain that a very great 
saving in the Croton water would have 
beca gained in that way. 
It is, however, 
probably one of those cases in which ne­ 
cessity alone can persuade communities to 
a change, and now that there is real dan­ 
ger of a water famine there will be very 
little captious opposition to the introduc­ 
tion of sea water. 
The further fact that 
during the past five years New York has 
been on the verge of a water famine three 
times, is calculated to stimulate the 
public 
and 
the 
authorities 
to some 
remedial action. 
It ¡3 true that when the 
second water famine occurred, it led to the 
connecting of the Putnam county lakes 
with the Croton reservoir. 
When that was 
done it was thought there never could be 
any more water famines. 
And now the 
city is threatened with the worst one it 
has ever had. 
One reason of this is that 
the city is growing more rapidly than ever. 
Evidently it has already outgrown its wa­ 
ter supply, and even if tlm rains should 
this year come in time to avert mischief, it 
is plain that by next summer tho demand 
will be even greater than it is now, and 
that a famine under these circumstances 
would be calamitous. 
Iu fact it Í3 clear 
that either tbe supply must be considera­ 
bly increased, or the consumption must be 
largely diminished ; and this latter can 
be effected much more economically than 
the former, by using sea-water. 


IS ANOTHER 
CHANGE 
COM ING? 


A dispatch yesterday stated that the 
Republican Senators were already becom­ 
ing dissatisfied with the election of Davis 
as President pro km. of the Senate, and 
that another change was being discussed, 
the favorite for the position now being 
Anthony. 
Nobody has succeeded in ex­ 
plaining tho reason for the election of 
Davis, who is certainly not more a Repub­ 
lican than he is a Democrat, but seeing 
that he has been elected, the presumption 
is that he will be allowed to retain his 
office. 
It would be a very curious com­ 
mentary on the Republican Senators if 
they should find it necessary to retrace 
their steps in this affair. 
Why they should 
have put Davis there is a complete mys­ 
tery, but since it must be supposed that 
they had reasons which seemed sufficient 
to them at the time, it would be still more 
difficult to understand how they could 
abandon their recent position so suddenly. 
Bat in all probability there is nothing in 
the rumor. 


TH5 ENGLISH WINDOW TAX. 


T H E IM M IGRATION QUESTION. 


A short time ago we observed, apropos 
of the immigration question, that it was 
useless to expect any considerable addition 
to our permanent population until we had 
made up our minda whether we possessed 
too resources requisite for the subsistence 
of them. 
Hitherto every attempt to in­ 
duce immigration to California has failed ; 
partly because of the natural obstacles; 
partly because of the lack of proper or­ 
ganization ; and partly because every prop­ 
osition for the State to take the work in 
hand has been obstinately opposed, while 
every private effort in the same direc­ 
tion has been denounced as fraudulent or 
purely selfish. 
In the first place there 
are plenty of people who assert that 
there is no available land for settlement, 
and if this is not strictly true, it is un­ 
questionably quite true that the best 
lands have all 
been 
taken np, and 
that 
the 
most 
of 
them are 
held 
for 
speculative 
purposes. 
Nor is it 
sufficiently understood that California can 
never support anything like the population 
the area of the State wonld appear capable 
of maintaining. 
We have here a great 
territorial area, but nearly two-thirds of it 
is practically useless for the purposes of 
settlement. 
Nevertheless there would no 
doubt be plenty of room for double the 
present population if the better quality of 
land was in the market at moderate prices. 
But this is not the case, and since it is not 
the case the recent attempts to get up an 
immigration movement promise little or no 
return. 
It is time the elementary require­ 
ments of a successful movement of this 
kind were more generally understood. 
To 
begin with there must be not only an 
assurance of sufficient cultivable lands at 
reasonable prices, but their situation must 
be knowD, and all the facts concerning 
them mu3t be ascertained and duly cata­ 
logued. 
When the projectors of the un­ 
dertaking have accomplished this prelimi­ 
nary work they will still be on the thresh­ 
old of their task. 
It will then be necessary to establish a 
thorough system of advertising in Europe 
and the Eastern States. 
For immigration 
has become a regular business, into which 
competition enters largely, and the State 
which has not the sagacity to realize this 
must expect to be left behind. 
Kansas set 
an example years ago which California 
might have followed, and which California 
would have followed but for the stupidity 
and narrowmindedness of certain journal­ 
ists and politicians, who, rather than that 
any of their neighbors should reap bene­ 
fits from tho project, attacked it iu the 
most malignant way until they had per­ 
suaded the public that it was a sinister 
scheme. 
The right way to have handled 
this business was the way then proposed. 
Experience has shown that private immi­ 
gration agencies do not succeed, and their 
failure is no doubt largely due to their lack 
of responsibility. The State can give some 
guarantee for fair dealing, and foreigners 
will trust it. 
It will not be suspected of 
employing false pretenses, and putting 
forth highly-colored and grossly-exagger­ 
ated descriptions of the resources of the 
country, as too many of the colonization 
scheme projectors have done. 
It m rst 
also be remembered that our distance from 
Europe puts us at great disadvantage. 
The immigrants who start from Liverpool, 
Hamburg or Havre for the United States 
have to run the gauntlet of a dozen active 
and astute immigration agents before they 
can reach California. 
And unless they 
know in advance precisely what they are to 
find here the probability of their holding 
out against all these allurements is very 
small. 
If we want population we must expect to 
pay for it. We must push our wares as keen 
merchants do. 
We must have active and 
intelligent agents at all the principal ports 
of Europe, and also at New York. 
We 
must systematizs all the information about 
our land, climate, products, etc., and have 
it printed in several languages in attractive 
form. We must get out cards and prospec­ 
tuses and maps and lists of lands iu the 
market, with the prices annexed. We must 
make special arrangements with the rail­ 
road companies and the steamship com­ 
panies for cheap fares. 
We must in fact 
not only convince the intending emigrant 
that California is a good place for him to 
come to, but we must conduct him here, 
and watch over him all the way. 
No ar­ 
rangements less comprehensive and thor­ 
ough than this can be expected to do any 
good. 
With such arrangements it would 
be easy to exclude all pauper immigration, 
for which we have no use.. All who are 
brought here should have capital enough 
to start them in their new careers. 
To do all this would require a consider­ 
able expenditure. 
That expenditure can­ 
not be looked for from private hands. 
It 
is a State question, since the whole popu­ 
lation is to be benefited, and all therefore 
should contribute to pay the expenses of 
it. 
If the work is entered upon with a 
complete understanding of the difficulties 
in the way, and if all the necessary in­ 
formation can be procured, it will unques­ 
tionably produce good results. 
We do not 
believe that anything less than this how­ 
ever is worth talking about. 
We do not 
anticipate any rcsnltfe from the present 
Bureau of Immigration, for it is in no re­ 
spect an improvement on the feeble and 
poverty-stricken experiments which have 
preceded it. 
As to bringing immigrants 
here merely to damp them anywhere, and 
leave them to find their land, it is an ad­ 
mirable method for giving the State a bad 
reputation, and for setting up an exodu3 
instead cf an influx of settlers. 
And un­ 
til there is some indication that the State 
can be got to undertake the business of 
building up a population, it will be hardly 
worth while to discuss the subject seri­ 
ously.

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A REMARKABLE YEAR. 


A quarrel has broken out between two 
San Francisco journals 
concerning the 
nature of the window-tax which was at one 
time levied in England. 
One of oar 
esteemed contemporaries asserts that the 
tax was levied upon all windows. The 
other as confidently asserts that it was 
only levied upon windows of a certain 
height and width. 
The tax was levied 
apon all windows, and whoever visits 
England now may see, if he will take the | 
trouble to lock about liim, many soars upon 
the sides of houses showing where windows 
were bricked up, in order to escape the tax. | 
One effect of the tax was that while it 
lasted windows were frequently closed np 
in this way, and when new houses were 
built care was taken to put in as few win­ 
dows as possible. 
It was a very vexations 
impost, and the people of England were 
glad to get rid of it. 


Whether or not planetary conjunctions 
and comets exercise any intluence upon 
mnndane affairs, it will have to be ad­ 
mitted that the year 18S1 has been a very 
remarkable one as regards the manifesta­ 
tion of natural forces. 
Droughts and 
famines, floods and forest fires, avalanches 
and hurricanes, deadly heat and as deadly 
cold, have characterized it throughout. 
Climatic variations seeming in many in­ 
stances to amount almost to permanent 
changes, have been observed. 
Thus in old 
England there has been scarcely aoy sum­ 
mer, while in New England there has 
been a total absence of summer rains, so 
that all the streams and wells have ran 
dry, and water has come to be an object of 
serious expense in that region. Failures 
of fruit and vegetable crops in one place 
have been balanced by failures of cereal 
crops in another. Everywhere the excep­ 
tional character of the weather has been in 
the direction of maleficent phenomena, and 
nowhere, save perhaps in California, has 
there been an average good year. Of 
course these facts will go to confirm the 
beliefs of those who are superstitious, and 
who accept spurious prophecies. They 
will say that if the prophets of evil were 
mistaken as to the extent of it, at 


least they were right in predicting that 
1881 would be an unfortunate year. 
And 
if we go from natural phenomena to hu­ 
man affairs, it will be seen that the 
sinister 
character of 
the 
year ha3 
been maintained. Two great rulers have 
fallen under the hand of the assassin. 
The most despotic and the freest Govern­ 
ments in the world have sustained the same 
calamity. 
And beside earthquakes and 
eruptions of volcanoes we must chronicle 
widespread epidemics and unprecedented 
sickness 
even 
in 
unusually 
healthy 
places. 
Decidedly 1881 has been a bad 
year for this planet, and if it is not 
scientifically permissible to hold other 
worlds directly or indirectly responsible 
for our misfortunes, it is very difficult 
to 
persuade 
the 
great 
majority of 
men, 
who do not reason about such 
matters, 
that 
after 
all 
there 
was 
nothing 
in 
the 
predictions 
which 
Bingled oat this year for special disturb­ 
ances, 
The coincidence in time between 
the occurrence of telluric and meteoric 
phenomena of an unnsual character, and 
equally unusual agitations, excitemenra, and 
events in the human race, has frequently 
been noted before, and an ingenious Ger­ 
man scientist some year3 ago wrote a book 
in support of the hypothesis that these 
things v/ere closely connected as cause and 
effect. 
We really understand so little of 
natural forces, and especially of that great 
and all-pervading force called Electricity, 
that it wonld be unwarrantable dogmatism 
to assert the impossibility of any such 
chain cf connection. 
Sienco ha9 far to 
travel before she reaches the ultimate ex­ 
planation of these problems, and the most 
we can do at present is to insist that the 
mere rational hypothesis shall be accepted 
in preference to the more imaginative. 


A PRACTICAL LESSQN. 


The small-pox has assumed an epidemic 
form in Chicago, and it is said to be raging 
most furiously in the uncleanly haunts of 
the foreign population, most of whom have 
resisted vaccination. 
If this is the ease, 
and if these stupid people can grasp the 
meaning of the fact that death is busier 
with them than with their neighbors who 
have been vaccinated, the results may be 
satisfactory, though it must be said that 
they are buying their experience at a very- 
costly rate. 
It is quite probable, however, 
that they will refuse to bolievc in vaccina­ 
tion after all, and will attribute the differ­ 
ence in the ratio to some other cause. 
No 
doubt filth and frowsy ways o f living 
have much to do with it, and in the tene­ 
ment houses the art of conveying con­ 
tagion seems to have been carried to a 
very high pitch. 
The clothing of the 
victims of small-pox is habitually distri­ 
buted amoDg the relations, and worn by 
them, and they appear to have no notion 
of taking any precautions whatever, not 
to speak of vaccination. 
But inasmuch as 
tho folly and obstinacy of a few such bar­ 
barians may at any time result iu tho loss 
of hundreds of valuable lives, vaccination 
at least ought to be made compulsory, and 
it should be performed despite all opposi­ 
tions. 
If the tenement houses could be 
“ flushed” as the sewers are, such a process 
would algo' tend greatly to the diminution 
of danger.

W ashington, October 17th.—The most significant 
act of President A rthur’s ac m inistration is tho re­ 
quest for the First Assistant Postmaster-GeiieraTs 
resignation. 
From the beginning of Garfield’s ad­ 
m inistration to the 2d of July, Postm aster General 
James had exerted all his influence to obtain the 
dismissal of Tyner. U p to July 1st it had been un­ 
successful. On th at day ho told a near friend that 
until Tyner was removed there would bo little hope 
of success in the star route prosecution. 
For his 
efforts to remove Tyner, th** Postmaster-General 
had the warm supi>ort of Attorney General Mac- 
Veagh, b u t liad to combat tbo lukewaimaess of all 
the other Cabinet officer?, in addition to the pro­ 
nounced antipathy of Secretary Blaine. I t is safe 
to say upon this question th at the Cabinet of Pres­ 
ident Garfield was very nearly wrecked on the day 
before the shooting of the President. Mr. James 
was encouraged to believe th at Tyner would be re­ 
moved, and decided to be one of the excursion 
party which was to leave tho Baltimore and Potomac 
depot on Saturday, July 2d, mainly for the purpose 
of encouraging it by his presence and influence. 
Guiteau’s shot prevented any action, and it is slill 
doubtful which of the 
influences would have 
proved victorious. 
Certain it is th at if James 
had returned from th at trip still 
hampered, 
as he believed himself to be, by Tyner’s presenca as 
his F irst Assistant, he would have resigned, and 
with him would have gone tho Attorney-General 
as scon as it was possible to do so. Jam es opened 
the subject to Arthur, and in conformity with the 
President’s request th at h ; should remain, at least 
to finish the star route business, this has always 
been made a sine qua non. 
He would not 6t^y if 
Tyner did. A rthur was naturally disinclined to act. 
The political effect was deemed cf great importance. 
Tyner Í6 strong in Indiana, and has wielded the en­ 
tire patronage o! the Pcstcflice D epartm ent since 
1870. 
He has hosts of friends in every State and 
Territory, and his hold on Senators and Representa­ 
tives for past favors and for those expected is 
not exceeded by any persou in the Government ser­ 
vice. 
Nevertheless A rthur decided, b u t not until 
he bad thoroughly investigated tho facts. 
In this’ 
of course, ho employed the support of his keen 
friend George Bliss, who was directed to inquire 
thoroughly iuto all the grounds of suspicion against 
Tyner as an obstructive. 
About two years ago, or 
less, Tyner went W est ou an inspecting tour. 
He 
took quite a party w ith him, and traveled all 
through the West a3 far as the Pacific coast, and 
north to the British border, inspect» g postoffices, 
and especially the star route service and its work­ 
ings. After his return he wrote a voluminous re­ 
port, attacking the W estern star route service and

B ut after President Garfield was 
inaugurated the report iu some m anner got into 
Postm aster General Jam es’ hands. This determined 
Jam es in insisting upon Tyner’s removal.

after Tyner’s return from his western tour of in­ 
spection, he was left in charge of the Postoffice 
Departm ent by the absence of the Postmaster-Gen­ 
eral, but he took no steps toward remedying the 
evils he had di?covered in the star route sendee. 
General Jam es concluded at once th at Tyner v.*as 
not the man he w anted for First Assistant iu making 
war upon the star route ring, and James prefers to 
have Tyner removed.

C o m m issio n e r o r P e n s io n s —A P a r ly F ig h t 
P r o b a b le . 
W ashington, October 17th.—Ex-Senator McDon­ 
ald is here to fight the confirmation of Dudley for 
Commissioner of Pensions. Ho charges th at Dudley 
exceeded the duties of his cffice as United Slates 
Marshal in the last Presidential campaign ; prosti­ 
tuted his office to political purpoae3 ; appointed 562 
deputies in Indianapolis and elsewhere to work for 
the Republicans; th at these agents were politicians.

DEMOCRATIC NOMINATION. 
One oi the Superior Conrt-roocs was 
crowded last night on the occasion of the 
Democratic meeting, called to nominate a 
candidate for Second Trustee. The meeting 
was enthusiastic, full of party feeling, and 
the applause was frequent and hearty. P. 
J. Harney called to order, as Chairman of 
the City Central Committee, and stated the 
object of the meeting. John Domingos, as 
Secretary of the committee, read the call 
for the meeting. 
Mayor Brown, Judge 
Henry and VV. B. C. Brawn addressed the 
meeting, and urged that there be harmony in 
the ranks, and that a good men he nomina­ 
ted to be supported by the party. Judge 
Galloway moved that the nominal ion be 
made by" the Central Committee, and sup­ 
ported his mrtion by remarks in which he 
held that the committee could more judi­ 
ciously £ elect than s. mass meeting 
could, and besides, some were present 
in the meeting who were not Democrats. 
S. It. Caldwell held that the meeting could 
choosa as well as the committee, and it would 
give the nomination strength to have such 
a representative meeting make it J. P. 
Counts said that ordinarily he favored a 
irimary, hut he saw difficulties in the way. 
le thought it best to find out who would run 
before a : omination wa3 made. He therefore 
favored lvavi: g the nomination to the com­ 
mittee with the understanding that it should 
not ba considered as a precedent. John 
Domingo- =aii the committie had deter­ 
mined it best to have a masi meeting nrake 
the nomination. He opposed the motion, 
as the committee 
did not feel it 
had due authority. 
Judge Galloway 
said the raeefng could give the authority. D. 
J. OonsiJna moved to amend, that the com­ 
mittee be authorized to select a committee of 
seventy-five Democrats to make a nomina­ 
tion Tuesday eveoing at the Court-house, at 
half-past seven o’clock. The amendment was 
lost. Judge Galloway then had leave to 
withdraw hi s motion, and moved that the 
meeting be declared a nominating conven­ 
tion and proceed to nominate. Carried. J. 
P. Counts nominated James McGuire. Frank 
Thompson seconded the nomination. Mr. 
McGuire declined, saying he did not deem 
himself c mpetent to fill the office. 
Only a thoroughly competent and ex­ 
perienced man should be put in that office. 
Matt F. Johnson nominated Erakiue Groer. 
Mr. Greer aid ; a was not a candidate, as he 
could not leave his. business at this time to 
give the needed attention to the duties of the 
office. J. P. Counts renewed the nomina­ 
tion of James McGuire, and said the meeting 
w r a the best judge of his competency. Mr. 
McGuire peremptorily declined. D. E. Alex­ 
ander nominated Daniel Brown. Judge Gal­ 
loway seconded the nomination. Mr, Brown 
was called for, whoentered the room and said 
he had thought the meeting could select some 
one else, but us all were so fearful and so 
quick to decline he would stand if the 
Democracy gave him the nomination. He 
wasn't afraid of being beaten ; he’d been 
beaten r; often, he’d got used to it. But if 
he was nominated he wanted the Democrats 
to stand in cud help him win this time. 
Judge Henry nominated James Lansing, who 
dc-ciioed iu favor of Mr. Brown, who was 
nominated by acclamation, called out again 
and returned his thanks amid applause. 
With three hearty cheers for the nominee the 
meeting adjourned sine die. 
J osefky's Concert.—A large and brilliant 
audience assembled to hear Joseffy, the 
pianist, last evening, at the Congregational 
Church. The programme wa3 as follows : 
1. (a) March—Taunhaeuser, Wagner-Liszt; 
(b) Andante—Spianato and Polonaise, Chop­ 
in. 2. (a) Gavotte. G minor, Bach ; (b) Ari- 
ette cli Balr.tt-i, Gluck-JoBeffy ; (c) Traeu- 
merei, Schumann; (d) Tarantella di Bravura, 
Liszt. 3. (a) Spianerlied—“ Flying Dutch­ 
man ” Wegv.er-Liszt; (b) Polka Noble, and 
(c) The Mil!, JoseíTy; (I) Nocturne, D flit, 
major, Chopin; (e) Souvenir d’Amerique 
(wailze-). Joseffy. 4. Hungarian Rliapsodie, 
Liszt. Jo? ffy’a name belongs in the list of 
phenomenal artists in the world of pianists, 
such as Liszt. Ilubenstein and Ketten. He 
has not, in his playing, the grace, the poetic 
imagery, the Oriental luxury of expression 
belonging to Ketten, but his playing is in 
the highest range of the classical and is 
marked by mathematical finish, and in 
these respects he is 
not surpassed 
by any who have played before a Sacramento 
audience. But artists are not to be judged 
by crmpari-'ip strictly. The merit of Jcseffy 
is original and stands out as marked origin­ 
ality. Of the numbers presented the “ Tar- 
antelle di Bravura” was the most brilliant. 
It afforded a wider range for skill iu mechan­ 
ical execution—presentid greater difficulties 
to be overcame, involving the extremes of 
greatest delicacy of touch, and the boldest 
dashes into the heroic and daring. The 
pianist in this piece was warmly encored, 
and responti-d to the applause with the 
“ Fantasie,” by Gott-chalk, which was 
played here so acceptably by Ketten. An­ 
other notable number of the programme was 
Spinnerlied—“ Flying Dutchman.” It has 
never before been given here in the concert 
hall. The auditors knew of it only by mor­ 
rean, such as presented by Joseffy last night. 
The third specially notable performance was 
the playing of Liszt’s “ Second Hungarian 
Rhapsadie,” which was an exquisitely deli­ 
cate and enjoyable number. It is thought 
by mu-ioal critics to bo a representation of 
the superstitious piety and the careless, easy 
life that characterizes European gypsies. 
The b st effects of Joseffy’s playing, like the 
best results of all musical performances of 
the class ia which he is distinguished, would 
be realizad in concerto—hia art is less appar­ 
ent because of the absence of orchestral 
support 
IIkxo Fair.—H. M. Bernard, of this city, 
has returned from the Nevada State Fair at 
Reno. He says the inclement weather les­ 
sened the interest and attendance at the fair, 
which, nevertheless, was a successful one 
and proved a very creditable exhibition, Ber­ 
nard and Baker k Hamilton were the only 
Sacramento exhibitors. The latter showed 
the Sweepstake iron wagon, and took tho 
premium therefor. Bernard won all the coin 
prizes for carriage and buggy exhibits. The 
Fair Di eetory expressed their thankfulness 
to the Sacramectans who attended the fair, 
for the interest taken iu the industries and 
prozress of the Silver State. The fruit and 
grain exhibit was surprisingly fine, and the 
wheat, flour and vegetable display larger than 
ever before. There was a creditable display 
in the art department, while the exhibit of 
stock of all kinds was very superior.

THE ADVENTIST CAMP-MEETING. 
Yesterday morning’s meeting at 5:30 was 
more largely attended than usual, and the 
speaking of the people was more spirited, 
whi-h showed an increase of interest on the 
part of the camper?, and that the work of 
Sunday had not exhausted them cLher physi­ 
cally or spiritually. This is largely owing to 
th.ir arrangement of having perfect quiet on 
the ground during the night. All get as 
good rest &3 they could were they at home, 
and they rise in the morning as fresh as could 
be posible under any circumstances. This 
is in striking contrast with the noisy demon- 
strati ns which have been characteristic of 
some camp-meetings, and have served to 
bring them too often into disrepute. After 
breakfast, and family worship in the tents, a 
meetirg :.f the S'ate Sabbath-sshool Aesocia- 
tiot was convened, \V. C. White, President, 
in the chair. The Secretary, E. A. Chap­ 
men, of Petaluma, read an interesting report 
of the Association meeting held last year on 
the carnp-ground at Alameda. Much ad­ 
vancement, it appeared, has been made since 
then, and several raw Behooig have been es­ 
tablished. W. C. White spoke encouragingly 
of the school at Oakland, which is the lead­ 
ing school iu thaState. He urged all the schools 
to enter into the spirit of the work, and not be 
contented with mere form. The teacher must 
be original, and not depend on Commentaries 
and 1-esson Helps, yet to ignore them alto­ 
gether is the height of bigotry. Elder M. C. 
Israel spoke for San Francisco. N. C. Mc­ 
Clure gave a most interesting account of the 
Sabbath-school in Los Angeles. The doc­ 
trine of the church was presented in that 
place this year for the first time. Elder 
Healey, iu company with the speaker and 
others, had pitched a tent there in April. 
They organized a Sabbath-school at the com­ 
mencement of their meeting?, and although 
the tent was removed twice, the school went 
with them. While thcra they built a church 
in which the school of seventy-five regular at­ 
tendants meets. Elder Rice reported a small 
but interesting school lately formed at Lake- 
port. Elder Waggoner said ho had been en­ 
gaged in tent labor sines 1855, and had al­ 
ways found that by euli-ting the interest of 
the children ho enlisted the sympathies of 
the parents. When he pitched his tent he 
had distributed to tho children cards oa 
which the ten commandments were printed, 
and tlr result was that the meeting wa3 re­ 
spected by both parents and children, and 
good crder was maintained. Elder Haskell 
spoke especially on the necessity of teachers 
having the spirit of God, and depending on 
it in their labors. Dr. Cole, of Santa Rosa, 
seconded these remarks, by thoughtful words 
in regard to the interest v.-hich both teacher 
and scholar should have in the work. 
The President appointed the following com­ 
mittees Oa Nominations—W. G. Slyer?, 
J. E. Yoakum and Wtu. Butcher. Oa Reso­ 
lutions—E. J. Waggoner, N. O. McClure 
ar.d Elder E. A- Briggs. On Examination 
of Records—E. A. Chapman, Mrs, E. J. 
Waggoner and Miss Libbie Saunders. 
Elder Ha»keU spoke at 11 a. jr. on “ Our 
Work,” and said that conven-ion to God 
means- conversion to His work. Those per­ 
sons who are the most honored now were the 
most denounced during their lifetime, tecar.se 
they espoused an unpopular cause. There 
are as great sacrifices fcr us to make as for 
those who lived in the past. 
Elder Haskell also spoke in the afternoon. 
His discourse was a continuation of the sub­ 
ject of the morning. Popular sins are the 
most dangerous of all sins. The commonness 
of sin doe3 not diminish its sinfulness. The 
remarks were practical, and earnestly given, 
bat were so nearly on a line with the other 
practical discourses that they would not spe­ 
cially interest the reader. A spirited Foeial 
meeting was held at 5 P, m At 7:30 Elder 
J. D. Hice discoursed from 2 Peter, iii., 13 : 
“ Nevertheless, we, according to His promise, 
look for new heavea3 and a new earth, where­ 
in dwelleth righteousness.” His argument 
was to show that the earth ia to be redeemed 
for the abode of the saints. This doctrine 
has cot been much preached since tho time 
of Wesley, who was a strong advocate of it. 
It is a prominent point with the Adventists.

Iu the Superior (¡¡purt, before Judge Den­ 
son, yesterday, there was on bearing a very 
interesting matter growing out of the case of 
Nettie Gilman against C. II. Gilman, The 
parties were divorced recently, the suit hav­ 
ing been brought June 10th. Defendant is a 
merchant. By stipulation the community 
property was to be very Esatly divided 
c-qua’ly between the late husbaud and wife. 
But by shrewd devices, as was alleged, 
defendant evaded the intent of the stipu­ 
lation (which became in effect a Court 
order, with all the sanctity of a judg­ 
ment), and with almost unparalleled 
audacity set the Superior Court at dc-fiance in 
that matter. Yesterday the dtLndant was 
before the Court on some motions, the effect 
of which were to force him to an accounting. 
His examination was remarkable, but not 
more so than the report of the Receiver. Gil­ 
man admitted that eince June 10 .h he had 
drawn out of the business some 813.500, but 
on elimination was unable to account for tie 
manner in which he had disposed of it. How­ 
ever, it wa3 learned from him that 31,G00 of 
it was in a K-street hotel safe. The tem­ 
porary Receiver, J. T. Griffiths, reported 
that the very day he was appointed 
Gilman drew out of the business §2,000 in 
caBh ; that the business is a paying and grow­ 
ing one; that goods bough: by Gilman for 
a branch store in Marysville, conducted bv 
Gilman’s brother, and for another branch 
Btore on J street near Tenth, were debited 
against C. H. Gilman, but should properly 
be chargeable against those establishments. 
He reported that Gilman had raised bills of 
purchase two and three thousand dollars 
above their true total, and audited them in 
that way, and also reported a variety of 
other irregularities. The Court, in passing 
upon the matter, speke with much judi­ 
cial severity, 'sayiDg that here was a 
large estate of which the wife was 
entitled to a share, and concerning the 
division of which a stipulation and 
order had been made. But the defendant 
had deliberately planned, and to a degree ex­ 
ecuted, a Bcheino to swindle Mrs. Gilman out 
of her property. It was a remarkable pro­ 
ceeding, and developed a systematic at­ 
tempt to defeat the orders of the Court 
aDd cover up and make away with the 
property of the plaintiff. The Court could 
not conceive that such a plan could be suc­ 
cessfully carried out; it would do all it could 
to stop it, aud it ordered that J. 1. Griffitts 
be made permanent receiver ; that he bring ac 
tiene against the Marysville Gilinan establish­ 
ment, and the up-town Gilman establishment, 
to recover what may be justly due from them 
to the community estate, and that he take 
immediate possession of all the goods on the 
estate, and taka from the possession of the 
defendant, at once, all property of the com­ 
munity estate, goods, money, wherever 
found, chattels, stock?, bonds, notes, horses, 
buggies, harness, etc., and that he conduct 
tho business of the estate and account to the 
Court therefor. That for so much of the 
813,000 spirited away by the defendant, as 
cannot be seized upon, an equivalent 
sum should be dedue'ed from defendant’s 
share, and charged against him to that end. 
and orders would be mads subsequently with 
that in view. Tho bond of the Receiver was 
fixed at §12 500 for the present, and was im­ 
mediately given, and that gentleman at once 
took steps to seize the property, commence 
action, and carry out the orders of the Court 
to the letter. Tho Court directed that Gil­ 
man be dircharged from the order to show 
cause why he should not be puni.-hed for con­ 
tempt, and ordered the Receiver to allow 
each of the parlies 875 a month trom the es­ 
tate income until further orders.
